MM. Thompson and

The 
next day at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon she was served an atomic 
cocktail. 


^1 THOUGHT maybe 1 would 


feel something different as it went 
down, but I didn't," she said. "It 
tasted sort of metallic." 


Twenty-four hours later, Mrs. 


Thompson was under a geiger 
counter—listening to its reactor 
crackle and purr as it passed over 
the radioactive parts of her body. 
And wondering, as she put it, "If 
I were plugged into a radio on 
which there was only static!" 


Mrs. Thompson drank only about 


four swallows of the atomic cock- 
tail—all that was served to her. 
She sipped it through straws from 
a. half-inch lead container in which 
it was served.* * • 


That cocktail was her second. 


She drank her first last October. 
Both have been prescribed as treat- 
ment to an over-active thyroid 
gland. 


She will go back to the radiation 


research laboratory in Iowa City in 
a couple of months for what she 
and physicians and scientists hope 
will be a check up that will show 
the thyroid condition corrected. 


THE ATOMIC cocktail has been 


prescribed to many others since 
it was found effective, but it ap- 
parently still is in the experi- 
mental stage. While the cocktail it- 
self'was provided without charge, 
Mrs. Thompson was required to 
sign a release of responsibility for 
all physicians involved 
in the 


treatment and for the hospital. 


Cost of the cocktail is borne 


partly by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and partly by the hospital. 
Mrs. Thompson said she believed 
that if a.cocktail were to be paid 
for by a patient it would cost about 
$500. 


The cocktails are flown to the 


hospital daily from the Oak Ridge 
atomic energy plant.

She declared that it has been its 


ability to work toward a cure of 
her condition while she goes about 
her daily routine. She drank the 
atomic cocktail Thursday after- 
noon and was back to her normal 
living in Dixon Friday night.

only treatment for an advanced 
over-active thyroid was surgery," 
she explained. 


BUT SHE admitted that she had 


been a trifle nervous before drink- 
ing the first of the two cocktails 
Now that it is over she finds that 
persons who.learn she has drunk 
atomic energy have the same mis- 
givings that she formerly held. 


"The couple we stayed with ovei 


night in Iowa City after I had 
drunk the cocktail Thursday be- 
came excited the next morning 
when I started to plug in the toast- 
er."

Opera- 
tors of taverns at four of the ad- 
dresses said the figures represent- 
ed 1949 cash Christmas gifts to 
Gibbons or his men, the Chicago 
Daily News said. 


Police Commissioner Timothy J. 


0 Connor quoted Captain Gibbons 
as saying the notebook "could be 
his. 
He said he once had a book 


like the one described but had not 
seen it since October, 1950." 


O'Connor said Gibbons has been 


ordered to submit a written report 
on the book by this afternoon, and 
then take his choice of suspension 
or applying for a 
sence.

At the beginning of 1952, the 


total number of cows kept for rnilk 
on farms in the United States was 
23,369,000, the lowest in over 20 
years and more than 4 million less 
than the record high of 27.770,000 
reached in 1945. 


Milk production per cow in Illi- 


nois rose to 5,720 pounds in 1952 
compared with 5,680 pounds per 
cow in 1951. Average milk produc- 
tion per cow for the United States 
as a whole was estimated at 5,328 
pounds in 1952, the highest record 
so far reported on a nation-wide 
basis.

Nags Go Fancy! 
Business Still Booming* 
Horse Breeders Declare 


CHICAGO (J)~ Modern farm ma- 


chinery has removed working farm 
.animals from the pastoral scenery 
"but horse breeders still are doing 
- a good business, one authority said 


today. 


Most of the breeding now is for 


racing, riding or show purposes, 
however. 


Wayne Dmsmore, who was sec- 


' retary of the Horse Association of 


America before it folded in 1949, 
has comparative figures to show 
when the decline began in work 
horses and mules and how severe 
it has been. 


Dinsmore still is an authority on 


horses and mules, although his as- 
sociation and its predecessor, the 
Horse and Mule Association of 
America, have gone out of busi- 
ness. 


He maintains a Chicago office, 


and buyers from foreign countries, 
seeking horses and mules of cer- 
tain types, frequently call upon 
him. He usually knows someone 
who c»n supply them. 


On Jan. 1, 1953, there were only 


125,000 horses and 12,000 mules on 
Illinois farms, Dinsmore said. He 
does not know how many are used 
for work, but believes the number 
is fairly small. 


In 1953, there were 401,808 horses 


..and 114,618 mules in Illinois. In 
' 1943, there were 453,000 horses and 


62,000 mules, he said. 


"The decline became rapid dur- 


ing and right after the last war, ' 
Dinsmore said. "The farmers were 
hit by higher feed costs, and in- 
creased labor costs. They quit 
using horses and used tractors." 


"Another big factor in the de- 


cline of work animals has been the 
great progress made in faim im- 
plements, used with tractors, dur- 
ing the last 10 years," he said. 


"During the last war steel re- 


strictions prevented i m p l e m e n t 
companies from marketing new 
machinery. The companies did a 
lot of icsearch on machinery dur- 
ing the period, however, and when 
steel restrictions were lifted they 
were ready to go. 


"The same situation is true in 


all the central states where the 
farmland is reasonably level and 
tractors can be used." 


Dinsmore said he addressed the 


Iowa Horse and Mule Breeders 
association at Ames recently and 
questioned breeders. 


"The draft horse men told me 


there is a strong but limited de- 
mand for draft hoises- mostly for 
show use or in cases where strong 
pulling is needed," he haid. 


"Light horse men also are opti- 


mistic. They say there is a good 
demand for show horses, trotters 
and racei-s. There also has been 
an increasing number of horse 
liders anc? horse riding clubs. 


"I believe this situation holds 


true in Illinois and other Midwest- 
ern states."^

No Effective 
Treatment for 
Deadly TGE 


URBANA—Swine raisers 
may 


lose up to 80 percent of their baby 
pigs if TGE (transmissible gastro- 
enteritis) etrikco iheir swine herds 
liiia year, a University of Illinois 
veterinarian said today. 


Dr. C. C. Morrill says TGE may 


appear in pigs only 24-48 hours aft- 
er they are exposed to the di- 
sease. 
Death losses depend on 


the age of the pigs. Most Infected 
pigs under two weeks of age die, 
while pigs over four weeks usually 
survive, although they may lose 
weight rapidly and become un- 
thrifty. 


Symptoms of the disease m young 


pigs are vomiting, scouring, loss 
of appetite, loss of weight and a 
thirst for water. ' Sows that are 
nursing pigs often dry up soon after 
getting the disease. 


If TGE is suspected, the herd 


owner should get a definite diag- 
nosis from a veterinarian, because 
other diseases also cause Scouring, 
There is no effective treatment for 
TGE. 


Dr. Morrill says sows that get 


the disease appaiently develop a 
temporary immunity to it. 
Sows 


that become infected at least a 
month before farrowing, and that 
recover, may pass enough _ immu- 
nity on to their pigs later through 
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Black Stem Cited as Cause of 
Most Oat Trouble Last Year 


URBANA—Black stem, top Illi- 


noins oat disease in 1952, threat- 
ens to become a serious hazard to 
the oat crop. 


Black stem infections have been 


steadily increasing in the midwest 
since the disease first became se- 
rious in 1947, says W. M. Sever, 
crop pathologist at the University 
of Illinois college of agriculture. 


Small, purplish-black spots on 


the leaves mark the first sign of 
the disease, Bever repoits. Lower 
seed quality results when these 
spots unite in a severe epidemic 
and cause death of the leaves. 


However, the black stem stage 


is the most destructive time in the 
development of the disease. Stem 
infection starts on the leaf sheath 
at the point where it is attached to 
the stem and spreads from there.

minster pier in London, he was greeted by top British states- 
men and the Duke of Edinburgh, whose distant cousin, Peter 
II of Yugoslavia, was dethroned by Tito himself in 1945.

There are many other Civil Service organizations in the* govern- 


ments of states, counties and cities, but I have been dealing with the 
enormous waste of our taxes on unnecessary employes of the federal 
government and on "benefits" such as holidays, Vacations and ac- 
cumulated sick leave and will deal further with this evil today. 


After all, the tax money which is squandered in this way is, for 


the most part, earned by the actual, personal toil of millions of citi- 


zens employed outside ttfe government service. The 


wortnVi efficient government worker who is making 
a career of his job feel* put-upon by discussions 
of the situation and I wish it were possible to dis 
criminate in a general discussion. But the fact is 
that even the best of them enjoy favors fiom us 
tax-producing workers which have been wangled 
by persistent and systematic pressure over many 
years 


I can dramatize our situation by saying truth- 


fully that we are slaves of the government, Inas- 


mucn AS the income, tax amendment plainly em- 


powers Congress to confiscate every cent of the income of every hu- 
man being in the United States. 
With that fact established in our 


minds we then perceive that a favored mass of individuals who pro 
duce no taxes but, on the contrary, devour them, are privileged para 
site living by our labor. That is a terrible situation. Congress passed 
laws which protect these people from discharge for incompetence 
or other causes which are sufficient in private industry and even in 
union shops. And this means that once they have landed on our backs 
we have to work to earn money to support them until they retire on 
their pensions or die.

SPRINGKIELD, 111. tfi—The Illi- 


nois Agricultural association wants 
the legislature to reduce license 
fees on lighter weight tiucks. 


Under the plan, announced Mon- 


day at the lAA's annual spring 
meeting, privately owned trucks in 
the 8,000 to 24,000 pound lange 
could pay on a mileage basis in- 
stead of a flat yeaily fee. 


Another featuie called for elim-

The mileage tax proposed by the

For Child Aid 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. LB—A.bill to 


appiopuate 3"2 million dollars for 
financing state-federal grants for 
dependent child aid through June 
30 was passed today by the Illinois 
senate.

ous ceremony in every hunting 
camp everywhere on this conti- 
nent.

things up in camp? Not at all. I 
think that shirt tail slashing can 
become a very potent force in re- 
ducing gun accidents. 


I have no idea how far back 


the origins of this quaint custom 
go, but quite obviously the hack- 
ing off of a chunk of a hunter's 
shirt tail when he has missed his 
shot at a buck, a hacking accom- 
panied by a certain ritual and con- 
siderable jocularity, dates early in 
American sporting history. It's a 
lot of fun, doesn't hurt the shirt 
nearly as" much as it may the 
hunter's ego, and it veVy likely 
is followed by sober realization 
on the part of the tailless nimrod 
that missing the buck was his 
own fault. 


And therein lies the gimmick, 


as far as the effect of nation-wide 
shirt tail slicing on hunting acci- 
dents is concerned. A fellow who 
has had his shirt slashed, with all 
the attendant raillery by his com- 
panion tranters, some of which can 
be rather pointed, is going to make 
certain of his buck the next time 
he's afield. 


Very possibly he has flubbed the 


shot by being in too much of a 
hurry about it, squeezing trigger 
before he had the buck dead to 
rights. The hurried shot is the po- 
tentially dangerous one. It's the 
excited firing of the man who 
hasn't taken time to make dead 
certain that the flicker of white, 
or the rustle in the brush, or the 
stealthy 
brown-gray 
movement 


dimly seen is a buck, a doe, or 
another hunter that rolls up ac- 
cident totals. 


Of course, sometimes the Bhlrt 


tail jagging is excusiable. Last Fall 
my wife and a guide were parked 
on a deer trail on the Reynolds

whitetail apparently either moved 
by other hunters or late for a 
date on the next ridge, the rutting 
season being in full swing. Buck 
or doe? Neither she nor the guide 
could be dead sure. 
At the last 


instant its small rack flashed and 
she got off a late shot. 


That evening a new triangle of 


plaid short decorated Mrs. Reyn- 
olds' mantlepiece. No question of 
possible hunting accident here— 
but hereafter the lady will use 
her rifle scope or glasses to spot 
that rack early, to make positive 
identification, and then try for a 
dead-to-nghts shot. She's also in- 


sisting on more deer-hunting trips 
so she can wipe out that slash in 
the shirt tail? That is a totally un- 
expected 
and 
very 
gratifying 


benefit from the ancient custom. 


But basically a ragged shirt tail 


means greater hunting care. The 
buck that a man can see clearly 
and 
drop 
cleanly, 
with little 


chance of a miss or wounding hit, 
with no possible error of recogni- 
tion, is unlikely to cause him to 
lose a chunk of shirt tail or any 
fragment of his vanity. Hence onc« 
a man has ignominiously sub- 
mitted his best plaid shirt to the 
knife, he's going to look for only 
that buck thereafter.

'Freedom Plane' Flees 
To West With 29 Aboard 


• FRANKFURT, Germany (ff>— A 
Czechoslovak "freedom airliner" 
with 29 persons aboard escaped 
through the Iron Curtain Monday 
night and took refuge at the U.S. 
airbase'here. 


An official American statement 


said the flight captain and "some 
of the passengers" planned the 
escape. They requested political 
asylum immediately upon landing. 


U.S. officials indicated that gen- 


uine refugees would be allowed to 
stay in West Germany but that 
any aboard the plane who wanted 
to return to Czechoslovakia would 
be sent back. 


The American-designed C-47 car- 


ried four crewmen and 25 passen- 
gers. It was flying from Prague to 
Brno, inside Czechoslovakia, when 
the chief pilot turned toward Ger- 
many.

A U.S. statement said the pas- 


sengers would not be available to 
newsmen at the present time. 


Unofficial reports said some of 


those aboard the plane were not 
seeking political asylum. 


Just 10 days'ago, three Czecho- 


slovak air force men escaped to 
Allied-occupied Austria in an old 
German-made plane. 


The airliner that crossed last 


night is now in the custody of the 
U.S. air force apd presumably will 
be returned to Czechoslovakia. It 
belongs to the Czechoslovak Na- 
tional Airways. 


Authorities said the daring chief 


pilot and four of the 25 passengers 
had asked permission to live in the 
West. Two other crewmen and 21 
passengers said they wanted to re- 
turn to their homeland. 


The navigator, who had fought 


with the British Royal air force 
in World War II, brought his pret- 
ty dark-haired wife with him on 
the sensational escape.

State Payroll 
Figures in 
Hodge Report 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. W— State 


Auditor Orville E. Hodge is insti- 
tuting a new system of monthly 
reports on state payroll data cover- 
ing all departments, offices, com- 
missions, boards and other agen- 
cies. 


In February, the first report in 


the series showed Monday, state 
payroll checks were issued to 44,- 
114 employes of these, 39,843 were 
classified as full time and 4,271 
as extras. 


Figures put out by Hodge a week 


ago showed there were 46,472 
state workers in December, 1952, 
and 40,254 in December, 1948. 


Hodge's predecessor, former Au- 


ditor B. O. Cooper, released no 
regular summaries on state em- 
ployment. However, Joseph Pois, 
then state finance director, report- 
ed intermittently on employment 
in state agencies under the-gov- 
ernor. 


The Pois reports were in terms 


of man months. A man month rep- 
resented 160 hours of work, whether 
by one or several individuals. The 
Hodge figures reflected the total 
number of persons drawing pay- 
checks.

warrants drawn against the State 
Treasury, regardless by what agen- 
cy.

The 20 by 30 foot frame structure 


was used to store and pack the 
tetryl explosive. Tetryl is a yellow 
crystalline 
explosive commonly 


used in detonator charges. It will 
burn but not explode unless tightly 
confined. 


Arsenal officials said the build- 


ing, because of the explosives in- 
volved, is on a list of cirtical 
structures that are abandoned and 
allowed to burn to the ground 
rather than risk an explosion that 
might result in the deaths of the 
firemen. No one, including fire- 
men, was allowed closer than a 
half mile of the building. 


Officials said 25 employe! fled 


the building safely. 


A joint investigation of the blaze

Academy of General Practice that 
some children who have defects in 
muscles controlling the vertical 
motion of an eye resort to tilting 
their heads in older to "level their 
eyes." 


Lead* to Change* 


"This may lead to structural 


body changes, such as a high 
shoulder or twisting of the spinal 
column," he said, adding: 


"Some cases have been diag- 


nosed as congenital wryneck and 
have had the neck muscles cut. 
Before such an operation is per- 
formed in these cases, the child's 
eyes should be examined by an 
ophthalmologist for a vertical mus- 
cle imbalance." 


The doctor said that if such an 


eye condition is present, its early 
correction by an eye-muscle oper- 
ation allows the neck to stiaighten 
out normally.

MOSCOW W—Russia has reject- 


ed a LJ. S. protest against a shoot- 
ing scrape involving an American 
plane in the Far East. A Kremlin 
note said the American craft made 
two "premeditated" 
violations of 


Siberian territory and fired first. 


The Soviet rejection 
printed in 


Russian newspapers today, coun- 
terdemanded that the U. S. gov- 
einment take steps to prevent fu- 
ture violations of Soviet borders 
by American planes. 


Tell of Incidents 


The American protest had de- 


clared the March 15 incident—in- 
volving an 
Alaska-based 
B50 


bomber which the Air Force re- 
potted on weather reconnaissance 
—occurred 25 miles off the coast 
of Siberia's Kamchatka Peninsula. 
It said a Soviet MIG15 shot at the 
bomber, which then returned the 
fire. The U. S. Air Force 
said 


neither plane was damaged. 


The Russian reply said it had 


been "established" that the bomb- 
er made two flights over Soviet 
territory March 15—the first 
at 


Cape Krestovol, in Southern Kam- 
chatka, and the second near the 
village of Zhupanovo, northeast of 
the Soviet base of Petropavlovsk. 


"Self-Defense" 


It claimed that the U. S. plane 


shot at Soviet fighters that had 
taken off when the second alleged 


violation occurred and 
"for 
the 


purpose of self-defense one of the 
Soviet aircraft had to open fire." 


The U. S. had said that two So- 


viet MIGs suddenly appeared near 
the bomber as it was 
flying off 


Kamchatka about 100 miles north- 
east of Petropavlovsk. 
One 
jet 


stayed overhead 
but the 
other 


swooped down firing. The Ameri- 
can tail gunner fired only after the 
Russian fighter opened with 
its 


guns, the U. S. Air Force

clared.
